of the commonwealth. 
fnstead the governor departed from 
the customary form of such certificate 
and informed Vice President Dawes 
that Yare “appeals to have been 
chosen” as Senator. 
The governor said he could not cer­ 
tify that Va re had been “duly chosen” 
reiterating' his belief that his nomina­ 
tion was “partly bought and partly 
stolen” and that “frauds committed 
in his interests had tainted both the 
primary and the general election.” 
Mr. Pinchot said that he worded the 
certificate of election required r»y law 
so that he could sign it “with" - dis­ 
torting the truth” in view of his con­ 
viction that the election returns “do 
not in fact correctly represent the 
will of the voters.”

MERCERSBURG^ 
MAIN HALL BURNS 


Boy*’ Dormitory, Used As Hos­ 
pital During Battle Here, 
Completely Destroyed. 


“Old Main Hall" at Mercersburg 
Academy, used for a time after the 
battle of Gettysburg as a hospital 
for Confederate prisoners, 
was de­ 
stroyer! by fire early Sunday morning, 
entailing a loss estimated at $300,000. 
The building was erected in 1863 and 
at the time of the fire housed eighty 
boys and five teachers. 
All left the 
building uninjured arid helped to fight 
the flames. 
The fire was discovered 
about 1:30 a. rn. by a 
teacher 
and 
burned for several hours before it 
was brought under control. 
“Old Main Hall” was four stories 
high and constructed of brick. 
In ad­ 
dition to the rooms for students and 
masters it 
contained 
the 
chemical 
laboratory, drafting room, library and 
the old chapel. 
Most 
of 
the 
3,000 
volumes in the library, many of them 
rare, and 
paintings 
of 
prominent 
alumni that hung in the chapel were 
destroyed. 
Students saved all of their personal 
effects.* The cause of the fire was not 
determined. 
Dr. W. M. Irvine, pres­ 
ident of the academy, s^id the hall 
would he rebuilt at once. 
Damage to the main heating system 
of the school caused by a falling wall 
necessitates closing of the academy for 
two weeks. 
The late Calvin Coolidge, Jr., and 
John Coolidge, sons of President and 
Mrs. Coolidge, attended Mercersburg 
Academy. 
At the special request <»f 
Mrs. Coolidge they lived in the “Old 
Main Hall” while attending the school.
